GENERAL WHEATON IS DOING A 


GREAT WORK, 


GOVERNOR TAFT NOT WELL 


WILL REST BEFORE GOING TO 


WASHINGTON. 


San Francisco, Jan. 21.—W. H. 


Taft, civil governor of the Philippine 
islands, who arrived here on the 
transport Grant, is quite ill, the Phil- 
ippine climate and the arduous dutias 
lie has performed having told on his 
constitution. 
He feels that after a 


few days of rest in this city lie -will 
be strong enough to undergo the trip 
east and make his report to the secre- 
tary of war. Governor Taft says that 
he hopes to leave for the east on 
Thursday. He says the war is con- 
fined to the two provinces—Batangas 
and Samar— and the operations in 
Batangas occasionally range into the 
neighboring provinces of Tayabas 
and Laguna. 


The governor says that 
General 


Wheatoruis doing splendid work in 
the islands and that that officer as- 
sured him shortly before he sailed 
that the natives of the province of 
Batangas and its vicinity wouM all 
be pacified before the close of next 
March. The provinces) of Cebu and 
Bohol, until recently disturbed by in- 
surgent operations, 
have 
settled 


down, the fighting 'men having- all 
surrendered. The Filipinos arc very 
anxious to secure a legislature as a 
step toward the permanent establish- 
ment of a civil government 
The 


present civil government has been 
working with great zeal and has far 
exceeded expectations, the governor 
says. The chief difficulty at present 
is the lack of police protection in the 
provinces. 
Small bands of robbers 


still intert the -buck districts. They 
terrorise the natives and until the 
strong aim of the law is able to sup- 
press them, absolute peace in the is- 
lands will not be obtained. 


The native Filipino police have 


proved a success. 
They were ap- 


pointed by the civil government and 
officered fey Americans and they do 
good service. 


Governor Taft says that he is much 


improved by the sea voyage and will 
spend several days at his old home in 
Cincinnati before going to Washing- 
ton. 


Governor Taft is accompanied by 


his wife. 
During his absence his 


place on fhe commission will be filled 
by Luke E. -Wright, one of the other 
members.

United States about two months* He 
will make an-exhaustive report to 
the .president on present conditions 
in .the Philippine under the civil 
government and the "success of the 
pacification measures and will 
submit his views upon, the needs <?f!

hair while the charges are being 
.eard." 
When Mr. Van Horn took the chair 


Delegate Love, of Iowa, moved that 
he convention go into closed session 
nd that all newspaper representa- 
ives be excluded while the charges 
were heard.

Miss Meredith is a tall, 
slender brunette of excellent appear- 
ance. She was dressed in black and 
wore a Gainsborough hat as she 
stepped to the front of the platform 
and started to read. There were 
cries of "Louder" from the rear parts 
of the halL 


One delegate moved that Reese 


read the statement for the young 
woman, but Miss Meredith insisted 
on reading the charges, and raising 
:er voice, read in a clear tone. 
"Miners," said Miss Meredith, "I 


wish to rad this myself, and then if 
it hasn't been heard someone else 
may read it."

Miss Meredith 
went on and finished her statement.

San Francisco, Jan. 21.—W. H. 


Taft, civil governor of the Philippine 
islands, who arrived here on the 
transport Grant, is quite ill, the Phil- 
ippine climate and the arduous duties 
lie has performed having told on his 
constitution. 
He feels that after a 


few days of rest in this city lie will 
he strong enough to undergo the trip 
east and make his report to the secre- 
tary of war. Governor Taft says that 
he hopes ts leave for the east on 
Thursday. He says the war is con- 
fined to the two provinces—Batangas 
and Samar—and the operations In 
Batangas occasionally range into the 
neighboring provinces of Tnyaba 3 
and Laguna. 


The governor says that 
General 


"Wheaton.is doing splendid work in 
the islands and that that officer as- 
sured him shortly before he sailed 
that the natives of the province of 
Batangas and its vicinity would all 
he pacified before the close of next 
March. The provinces of Cehn and 
Boliol, until recently disturbed by in- 
surgent 
operations, have 
settled 


down, the fighting "men having all 
surrendered. The Filipinos arc very 
anxious to secure a legislature as a 
step toward the permanent establish 
ment of a civil .government 
The 


present civil government has been 
working with great zeal and has ftir 
exceeded expectations, the governor 
says. The chief difficulty at present 
is the lack, of police protection in the 
provinces. 
Small bands of robbers 


still infest -the 'back districts. 
They 


terrorize the natives and until the 
strong arm of the law is able to sup- 
press them, absolute peace in the is- 
lands will not be obtained. 


The native Filipino police have 


proved a success. 
They were ap- 


pointed by 'the civil government and 
officered by Americans and they do 
good service. 


Governor Taft says that he is much 


improved by the sea voyage and will 
spend several days at his old home in 
Cincinnati before going to Washing- 
ton.

Mr. Taft in his introductory remarks De- 


plored the practical trend of modern times 
which necessarily lessens the appreciation or 
art, and he aimed several shafts at the 
modern mode of dress which is anything but 
artistic, The pulpit platform of the church 
was covered by the sculptor's paraphernalia, 
busts, clay figures, etc., and Mr. Taft and 
his assistant, Leonard Crunell. appeared in 
their studio "togs," lending a more realistic 
tone to the lecture. 


Mr. Taft exniblted a papier mache model 


of a skull, explaining the structure of* the 
head and the action of the various muscles 
of the face in producing- diversified expres- 
sions. 
The lecturer carefully avoided all 


technical terms and talked to his audience 
as though the hundreds present were an 
individual. His manner is composed and his 
talk is accompanied by a running nre of 
witty comment as his nimble finders impart 
to lifeless clay human outlines. Mr. Taft 
made a bust of his assistant, explaining 
the process as he went along:. 


Taking a large clay but representing * 


very beautiful woman. Xr. Taft proceeded 
to demonstrate tho action of the various 
muscles in producing different expressions. 
With a few touches here r.nd there the fea« 
tures assumed a smiling cast; in a second 
or two surprise was depicted and then the 
face was made to assume the other expres- 
sions, gradually appearing- to age until at 
last the features of a withered and wrinkle;! 
woman of a hundred years confronted the 
audience. 


Mr. Taft proceeded to explain how a statue 


is built up, using a clay odel about thirty 
inches high to illustrate his words; and 
then passed on to a description of how a 
marble statue or bust is made, using- papier 
macho models in illustration. 
He showed 


how measurements are taken with callipers 
and with a more modern and complicated 
instrument, upsetting the theory of many 
of those present that a sculptor dreams of 
a faec and then proceeds with a hammer 
and chisel to imprint on marble the figure 
of his dream. 


The sculptor explained how piaster cast? 


were made, illustrating his words with pre- 
pared models. 
The audience maintained 


undivided attention through and voiced its 
appreciation of Mr. Taft's work with fre* 
quent applause. Mr. Taft's assistant, Leon- 
ard Crunell. himself a sculptor of ccnsid* 
eiablo ability, modeled a clay bust of a very 
bdautiful child, end his work elicited many 
admiring expressions. 
Mr. Crunell makes 


a special study of the work of modeling 
busts of children and while his busts are 
not chorubic. they arc more to be admired 
for the reason that tbe? are true to the 
lines of that greatest of alt sculptors, Ma- 
ture.
